The two 
bright lights then reformed at nine o’clock and disappeared to the north-east. Describing the object he said he “...was 
only able to make out a vague shape with the white light situated centrally on top.” 

The radar operator K Jessop, stated: “...we found that two paints appeared on the display approximately 280 degrees 

32 miles. After about 15 seconds another paint appeared in the same vicinity. One appeared to be tracking towards 
base, the others in a North Easterly direction.”

No additional infonnation was gained from DCA, 
Met, Navy, Customs or ASIO. No unscheduled aircraft landed at Broome, Derby, Port Headland or Wyndham.
